This is the third annual Texas Public Library Summary. It contains 
information as submitted by local public libraries on their 1995 Annual 
Report forms. Detailed data from each public library is published in a 
separate volume, Texas Public Library Statistics for 1995. 

The following tables and charts present aggregate data on Texas 
libraries. They contain analytical tables that allow a library to compare 
its activity to that of similar libraries across the state. Charts compare 
Texas library expenditure and service data to other libraries in the U.S. 

Expenditures showed modest increases overall and in salaries, though 
libraries spent less on library materials than in 1994. Library income 
increased a robust 6.5% over 1994. Libraries added 174 new paid staff 
positions in 1995, of which 75 (43%) were MLS positions, a stronger 
gain in total library staffing than occurred between 1993 and 1994. 

Nearly all measures of library service, however, showed declines from 
1994 to 1995. Circulation and visits dropped slightly, while reference 
transactions decreased by nearly 10% from 1.11 in 1994 to 1.0 in 1995. 
The number of book items per capita held in Texas public libraries 
remained flat while total items per capita rebounded a 1994 decrease 
to return to 3.16, about the same as 1993. The expenditure charts 
showing inflation-adjusted library expenditures, offer some clue to this 
situation. While spending has increased in Texas public libraries from a 
total of $120 million in 1985 to over $190 million in 1995, these 
increases have not kept pace with inflation, making those 1994 dollars 
worth less than $140 million 1985 dollars.
